This ſhews that there 
is a due Quantity of red Blood, and a due 
Influx of Liquid from the Cerebellum to the 
Nerves of the Heart, a due Strength in the 
Action of the Heart, and Arteries, an eaſy 
Circulation of the Fluids, and that both the 
Secretions and Excretions are ſufficigntly 
made. This Symptom therefore ſignifies a

The Quick PULSE in Fevers, that is, 
a Pulſe quicker than in Time of Health, is 
commonly firſt, occaſion'd by a too flow, 
and difficult Flowing of the Blood thro' 
ſome of the capillary ſanguine Arteries. 


For when the Blood, by the Exceſs of the 
Heat of the Weather, or by violent Exer- 
ciſe, or by a deficient Comminution or At- 


tenuation of its components Parts, or by 


having Particles in it too bulky for an eaſy 


Circulation, or by any other Cauſe, is ſo 
far inſpiſſated, as to flow too ſlowly thro 
ſome of the capillary ſanguine Arteries, 
(which therefore are ſaid to be obſtructed) 
it muſt in Conſequence flow proportionally 
quicker thro” thoſe capillary Arteries, which 


will more eaſily admit theBlood's paſſing thro 
them: And hereupon the Quantity of Blood 
flowing thro' the Veſſels that are not ob- 


ſtructed, will, in every Minute, be greater 
than in Time of Health ; conſequently

teries to the Brain; FR conſ equently more ner- 


vous Fluid will be ſecreted by the Brain, 
than in Time of Health; and therefore 
more frequent Influxes of Liquid may be 
made from the Cerebellum to the Heart. 
By this Means the Dilatations and Contrac- 
tions of the Heart will be rendred more fre- 
quent, the Motion of the Blood will be 
more quickned ; and the Friction of its Glo- 
bules, and the Heat of it will be more in- 
creaſed, and the Fever heightned.

For Roſin, 
green Glaſs, and many other Bodies beaten 
into a fine Powder look white; the Reaſon 
of which I take to be this, vis. That the 
more —— inchorent the Particles of 
ſome of 
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ſome Bodies are, the more they reflect the 
Rays of Light; and hence it ſeems reaſon- 
able to think, that the whiter the Sediment 
of the Urine is, the greater has been the 
Comminution of the Particles excreted. 
4. That the Largeneſs of the Sediment is 
occaſioned by the Largeneſs of the Quantity 
of the ſolid Particles ſufficiently comminu- 
ted, and excreted. 5. That the Equality of 
the Surface of the Sediment reſults from a 
pretty near Equality of the Gravity of the 
ſubſiding Particles. And 6. That the Light- 
neſs of it ariſes from the Parts of it having 
a leſſer Degree of Gravity, than the Parts 
of a Sediment, which lie cloſer together. 
(94. That URINE in Fevers, which is 
frothy, or has Bubbles riſing, ſwimming, 
and abiding long in its Surface, diſcovers to 
us, that there is an intimate Mixture of ole- 
agenous, or pinguedinous Particles with the 
ſaline Particles of the animal Fluids, and a 
ſtrong Coheſion of them with the aqueous 
Parts of the Urine, and ſerous Parts of the 
Blood; becauſe this Symptom is the Effect 
of ſuch a Mixture and Coheſion; from 
which reſults in the Urine a very ſapona- 
ceous Quality d 


( 95. The 
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Los. The Bubbles, or Froth in this Kind 
of Urine, 5 94. ſeem to be produced in the 

following Manner, vis. That the Motion, 
Which happens in making Water, or by 

ſhaking the Urinal, expells Particles of 

Air, from ſome of the Interſtices of the 
Urine, which Particles of Air being diſ- 

lodged, and rarefied, cannot, upon the Ac- 

count of their Levity, but aſcend to the Sur- 
face of the Urine; and as there is too ſtrong 
a Coheſion between the aqueous Parts of the 
Urine, and the ſolid Particles mixed with it, 
ſo the aſcending Particles of Air do thruſt be- 
fore them, or lift up a proportional Number 
of the Globules of Urine, which for a while 
incloſe them, and form thoſe Appearances 
we call Bubbles, or Froth. This Symptom 
ſhews, that the Patient is in a great deal of 
Danger from his Diſeaſe, as it diſcovers a 
cloſe Union between thoſe Particles of the 
animal Fluids, which ſhould in a Manner 
be incoherent ; and therefore it argues a 
Difficulty in diſſolving the morbid Cohe- 
lions, and attenuating the Blood; and indi- 
cates the Neceſſity of giving ſuitable 4;ſſol- 
ving, and attenuating Medicines. 


996. That 
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F 96, That Urine, which in Fevers is 
coloured, but inſipid, ſignifies, that the 
Strength of the Parient is worn out, and 
his Death very near; becauſe it is for Want 
of Strength in the animal Organs, to com- 
minute Particles tu bully, and to attenuate 
the animal Fluids, and morbid Humours, that 
thoſe urinous Salts, and other Particles, which 
would give a Scent to the Urine, are not 
excreted with it. 

997. That URINE in Fevers, which is 
full coloured, much in Quantity, looks far, 
or oily, and is attended with Dejection of 
Spirits, and the Loſs of Fleſh, and of 
Strength, may be called Colliquative. It 
proceeds from diſſolvent Cauſes, and a break- 
ing of the Texture of the animal Fluids,- a 
too great Comminution of their compo- 
nent Particles, and a too looſe Coheſion of 
the Parts of the Solids; many of which are 
ſeparated from the reſt by the febrific diſ- 

fobvent Particles, and mixed with the 
Blood, and run off with the Urine. This 
Symptom evidently ſhews the Patient to be 
in a great deal of Danger; and indicates, 
that the Uſe of thoſe Medicines, which may 
alter the Figuration of the acrid Particles, 
and 
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and fit them to paſs thro' the excretory 
Dus ; and which may alſo ſtrengthen the 
Solids by increaſing the Coheſion of their 
Parts, and repair the Waſte of thee is ne- 
ceſlary. _ 

(98. That Uzins in vi which is 
bloody, and drops a grumous Sediment, like 
cold Blood, ſeparated from its Serum, pro- 
ceeds either, 1. From a violent Ebullition, 
or Rarefaction of the Blood, burſting the 
Extremeties of the capillary ſanguine Veſ- 
ſels in the Kidnies: Or, 2. Which is abun- 
dantly more frequent, from an acrid Qua- 
lity of the Blood corroding the Coats of 
thoſe Veſſels. This is a very threatning 
Symptom; and when it proceeds from the 
firſt Cauſe, thoſe refrigerating Medicines, 
which may remove the Seile! Motion, and 


Heat of the Blood ſhould be preſcribed; 


ſuch as Sal Nitri, Sal Prunelle, Spiritus 
Vitrioli, &c. But when it reſults from 
acrid Particles diſſolving the Fluids, and 
corroding the Veſſels, then thoſe Ingredi- 
ents, which may deſtroy the acrid Quality, 
alter the Figure of the diſſolvent Particles, 
and give a firmer Coheſion to the compo- 
nent . both of the Fluids, and Solids;

ſuch as Bolus Armeniæ, Terra Japonica, 
Flores Sulphuris, Myrrha, Radix Tormen- 
tille, Coccinella, &c. may properly be 
mixed with nitrous Salts, to make ſuitable 
Remedies for recovering the Patient. 

( 99. That URINE in Fevers, which is 
of a ſad or dark red Colour, and remains 
clear without dropping any Sediment, ſhall 
in the next Place be examined. And as to 
this Sort of Urine, two Things muſt be en- 
quired after, vig. 1. What may be the Cauſe 
of its Conſiſtence, and Colour. 2. What 
may be the Reaſon, that it drops no Sedi- 
ment. 

. As to the firſt Enquiry, a little Con- 
1 will lead us to think, that the 
Conſiſtence, and Colour of this Urine do 
proceed from great Quantities of the com- 
ponent Parts of the Blood broken, and 
greatly comminutcd; and, it may be, of Par- 
ticles rubbed off from the Sides of the ſan- 
guine Arteries, and excreted by the Kid- 
nies with the Water of the Urine. But 
here ariſes another Queſtion, viz. Whence 
is it that there is ſo large an Excretion of 
ſuch Particles by the Kidnies? In Anſwer to 
this Query, I muſt obſerve, that it is occa- 
ſioned

fioned either, 1. By a violent Attrition of 
the Fluids, and Solids, conſequent to ſtron- 


ger, and quicker Contractions of the Heart, 


and Arteries: When this is the Caſe, it 


may be known by the great Strength and 


Quickneſs of the Pulſe, and exceſſive Heat 
of the Body ; and indicates the Neceſlity 


of preſcribing refrigerating Diſſolvents, 
which may prevent the further Inſpiſſation 


of the Blood by the Exceſs of Heat, and may 
reduce it to its natural Thinneſs. Or, 2. It 
may be produced by Aiſſolvent Cauſes; and 
we may judge it to be ſo, when we find 
the Pulſe of the Patient making this Kind 
of Water, like that of a Perſon in Health, 
and that the Heat of his Body is not in- 
creaſed beyond its healthful Standard. The 
curative Indications are the ſame as in Fe- 
vers from diſſolvent Cauſes ; becauſe this 
Symptom ſhews the Patient s Fever to be of 
that Tribe. 

2. The ſecond Enquiry i is, What may be 
the Reaſon why this Urine drops no Sedi- 
ment, or Cloud? and the Reaſon hereof 
ſeems very plainly to be this, v;z. That 
there is ſo ſtrong an Union, and Coheſion 
of the ſaline, terrene, febrific, and other 
Particles 
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particles excreted by the Kidnies, with the 
aqueous Parts of the Urine, that they can» 
not run together, and form Corpulcles 
heavy enough to fink to the Bottom of it: 
And this gives us Reaſon to apprehend, that 
there is likewiſe ſuch a firm, and clofe U- 
nion between the animal Fluids, and the 
morbid Humours, that are not excreted, as 
is inconſiſtont with the Recovery of Health; 
unleſs it, be diſſolved by ſuitable Remedies. 
This Symptom therefore ſhews the Patient 
to be in a great deal of Danger; and indi- 
cates the Neceſlity of preſcribing ſuch Dif: 
ſolvents, and Attenuants, as may deſtroy 
that Union. The Medicines for this Pur- 
poſe, in my Opinion, ſhould be compound- 
ed of ſuitable warm Ingredients mixed with 
a due Proportion of refrigerating Salts. 
(100. That URINE, which in Fevers 
comes away of a black Colour, and after- 
wards drops a black Sediment, ſeems to re- 
ſult from d//ofvent Cauſes, that is, acrid, 
or corroſive Humours, which break the Tex- 
ture of the Blood, relax the Veſlels, and 
make many Particles of them to ſeparate 
and mix with the animal Fluids, and after- 
wards to come off with the Urine, thro” 
: © man 
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the relaxed excretory Tubuli of the Kidnies. 
This Symptom -ſhews us, that- the Force of 
the febrific Cauſe is very great, and that 
neither the Fluids, nor Solids are able to 
withſtand its Operation, and allows us but 
little Ground to expect tne Recovery of the 
Patient. Thoſe Things which tend to al- 
ter a corroſive diſſolvent Quality, to ſtraiten 
the Veſſels, and to preſerve both the Fluids 
and Solids from Putrefaction, very mani- 
feſtly are the proper Remedies in ſo de- 


plorable a Caſe; ſuch as are mentioned

101. That Unix E in Ss, which 


finketh like the Scent of a dead Carcaſs 3 


and which therefore may be called a cada- 
verous Urine, reſults from diſſolvent Cauſes 
producing Putrefaction of the Fluids, or 


Solids, or both; ſimilar to that, which al- 


ways follows Death; which if it be not 
ſtopped, and removed, will ſoon deſtroy 
the vital Strength, render the animal Or- 
gans unable to act; and ſo put a ſpeedy Pe- 
riod to the Life of the Sick.

(102. That URINE, which, in ſome 
Fevers, appears the ſame as in Time F 
Health, ſhews that there is an Excretion by 
the Kidnies of natural excrementitious Par- 
ticles, vig. ſaline, terrene, &c. but no be- 
neficial Evacuation of the febrific Particles, 
which would make a Variation from the 
healthy Colour, in the Appearance of the 
Urine, if they came off with it. This 
Symptom diſcovers to us, that the morbid 
Humours remain | intimately, and firmly 
blended with the Blood; and conſequently 
ſhews, that we have abundantly more Rea- 
ſon to fear the Patient's Death, -than to ex- 
pe& his Recovery; and that the Uſe of 
ſuitable Alteratives and Attenuants is ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary. This Sort of Urine is

which frequently happen in its Quantity and 
Quality, it is highly requiſite we ſhould have 
a right Notion of it in Time of Health. 
9105. Some Things therefore relating to 
this Excretion in Time of Health, muſt be 
remarked; particularly, 1. That the natural 
Proportion of the Quantity of this Evacua- 
tion, is about the eighteenth Part of the 
Whole that is excreted ftom the Body, or 
as i to 18. or 4 to 72. For, according to 
Dr. Keil, the mean Quantity excreted by

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Stool is four Ounces: The Total of Meats, 
and Drinks, ſuppoſed to be taken in one 
Day is four Pounds and an half, which at 


ſixteen Ounces to the Pound, do make 


ſeventy-two Ounces; and in the moſt per- 
fect Health of adult Perſons, the Quantity 


excreted is equal to the Quantity taken in. 


2. That the Colour of this Excrement, eyen 
in Time of Health, is different in different 
Bodies, according to their different Conſti- 
tutions, and Ages; and likewiſe different 
in the ſame Bodies, according to the diffe- 
rent Sorts of Food they take; for they that 
eat plentifully of Spinnage, or green Sa- 
©<o)s, Cc. ſhall have their Stools of a green- 


iſh Colour, the next Day, or the next but 


one. Drinking daily of Chocolate ſhall

It is of great — * 2 ſick 
Perſon for his Phyſician to enquire into and 
conſider the State of this Excretion, as well 
as what is the State of thoſe which are ſen- 
ſible ; and the Neglect hereof has occaſioned. 
ſad Miſtakes, and the giving Medicines, 
which inſtead of removing the Diſtemper, 
have render d the Caſe much worſe. I re- 
member the Caſe of a Patient of mine, 
that had the Advice of ſeveral Practitioners 
and I may ſay, at leaſt very unprofitably 
thro' ſach a Miſtake.

Appetite to any Food: She complained of 
great Shortneſs of Breath, and that her 
Feet and Legs did ſwell very much; and 
that ſhe made great Quantities of Water, 
tho' ſhe . drank but little. She had her 
Menſes very irregularly as to Time, little in 
Quantity, and of a pale Colour. I appre- 
hended that one Cauſe of her Complaints 
was an inſufficient Excretion by inſenſible 
Perſpiration; and that owing to à viſcid

} 114. VIII.“ "HE next Claſs of Symp- 
toms, to be gonfdidered, 
contains the incidental FEBRILE EXCRE- 
rions by Vomiting, Sweating, Spitting. 
cutaneous Eruptions, and Hemorrhaggs. 
Theſe are the moſt uſual incidental Evacua- 
tions; and we ſhould endeavour to under- 
' ſtand from what Cauſes they proceed, what 
they ſignify, and what are the curative In- 
dications in Reference to them. | 
(115. 1. As to VoMITINGsS. This 
Symptom moſt frequently occurs in the Be- 
ginning both of Continual, and of Inter- 
mitting Fevers; and when it doth ſo, it

ſcems to be occafioned, either 1. By ſtimu- 
lating febrific Particles, taken i into the Sto- 
mach with the Aliment, which often may 
be the Caſe in infectious Seaſons, when the 
Air is filled with ſuch Particles. Or 2. 
Which is more frequently the Caſe, from 
ſtimulating Particles emptied into the Sto- 
mach from the ſecreting Glandules ſituated 
in its Membranes; which ſtimulating Par- 
ticles in different Sorts of Fevers, may have 
a different Figuration : For the Particles of 
different Kinds of emetic Medicines have a 
different Texture, or Modification, tho ht 
produce the ſame Effect of Vomiting, when 
taken into the Stomach; Ag nen * 
rity. * | 

(116. When this Symptom happens in 
the Beginning of Fevers, there are two 
Ways for the Relief of the Patient. 1. To 
promote the Diſcharge of the ſtimulating 
Particles upwards, by giving a gentle Eme- 
tic, as the Radix Ipecacuannæ, ot by the Pa- 
tients drinking plentifully of a ſtrong In- 
fuſion of Green Tea, or of Carduus Be- 
nediftus, or of warm Water. And this is 
moſt adviſable, when there is Reafon to ap- 
prehend the Stomach to be foul, and that 
| H 2 no 
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no ill Effect is like to follow the violent 
Concuſſions of the Body, which common- 
1y attend Vomiting. By this Means we pre- 
vent the febrific ſtimulating Particles, ſe- 
creted into the Stomach, from paſling into 
the Inteſtines, and back again into the Blood, 
which might increaſe the Fever. 2. An- 
other Way of Relief is, to alter the Tex - 
tute, or Figure of the febrific flimulating 
Particles; which may be effectually done 
by fuitable Arrenuants, as I have many 
Times found; and this Method is moſt 
proper in very tender, Bodies, that cannot 
bear the violent Shocks of Vomiting. And 
let me add, that thoſe Medicines which do 
alter the Figure of the ſtimulating Fandel, 
and take off the Vomitings, and Sickneſs 
at the Stomach, do likewiſe ſecure the Pa- 
tient from Harm, by thoſe Particles paſling, 
| onwards to, and thro the Lacteals into the 
Blood. 

F 117. As for W when it hap- 
pens in the Progreſs of the Fever, (and the 
ſame may be ſaid as to Nauſea's, ſick Fits, 
&c:) the moſt proper and gentle Method is 
to endeayour altering the Quality of the ſti- 

lakir Humour; ; the accompliſhing of 
e Which, 
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which, not only renders the Patient eaſy as 
to his Stomach, but renders him ſafe from 
any ill Effects of the Matters paſſing into 
the Inteſtines, G 116. 

"F118. 2. The natural SWEATING, which 
happens to Perſons under Fevers, comes 
next to be conſidered. I call that natural 
Sweating, which is only the Conſequence 
of the State of the Fluids,. and Solids, and 
of the Action of the animal Organs in the 
Patient, and not the Effect of any Medi- 
eines given to him, or Methods taken with 
him, to force a Sweating. This Symptom 
may reſult from very different Cauſes, and 
conſequently muſt have different Significa- 
tions, and ſhew us different curative Indi- 

cations, according to its different Quality. 

(119. If the SWEAT is moderate in Quan- 
tity, warm and univerſal from all Parts of 
the external Superficies of the Body, and 
attended with a regular equal Pulſe, an 
Abatement of the febrile Heat, and with 

Relief to the Spirits of the Patient, it pro- 
ceeds from an happy Attenuation of the 
animal Fluids, and a Comminution of the 
morbid Particles; and ſhews, that the natu- 
us Operations of the animal Organs are ex-

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pelling them out of the Body, and ſo put- 
ting; a Period to the Fever; and indicates 
the Propriety of continuing the Uſe of thoſe 
temperate Medicines, and Methods, which 
have contributed to the bringing the Diſtem- 
per ſo near its Concluſion. 

(120. If the SwEAT is profuſe, or ex- 
ceſſive i in Quantity, it proceeds from a too 
great Thinneſs of the Fluids, owing com- 
monly to diſſolvent Particles mixed with 
them; and from a Laxity of the excretory 
Glandules, and Veſſeles. This Symptom 
therefore ſhews, that the Caſe of the Patient 
is attended with Danger; and indicates the 
Neceſlity. of preſcribing ſuch Medicines as 
may alter the Quality. of the Fluids, and re- 
duce the Diameter of the excretory Tubnl;

F121. If che SWEAT i is yery much in Quan- 
tity, feels greaſy, and clammy, and is at- 
tended with a great Vaſting of the Fleſb, 
and a feeble Pulſe, and Loſs of Spirits, and 
Strength, it may be called Colliguative 3 
and diſcovers, to us, that the Fever is. pro- 
duced by Acker n, and that there

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is a Laxity of the perſpiratory Ducts, and 
and in ſome Meaſure a Solution of the U- 
nion of the component Parts of the Fluids, 
and Solids, and an Excretion of nutritious, 
as well as of ſuperfluous Fluids. This 
Symptom ſhe ws, that the Patient is in a great 
deal of Danger; and indicates the Impor- 
tance, and Neceſſity of preſcribing ſuch Me- 
dicines as may reduce the excretory Tubuli 
to their natural Tone; and increaſe that 
Coheſion, which onght to be between the 
component Parts, both of the animal Fluids, 
and Solids. 
(122. If the Swrar be univerſal, and 
3 and attended with a Co/dnefſs of the 
Fleſh, it diſcovers to us, that the Secretion 
of the nervous Liquid is very much dimi- 
niſhed, and that the Force, or vital Strength 
of the animal Organs is ſo much abated, 
that the Heart cannot ſufficiently propel the 
Blood thro the capillary Arteries; that the 
Viſcidity of the Blood, and Lymph in- 
creaſes; and that there is a general Laxity 
of the perſpiratory Veſſels; becauſe this Kind 
of Sweat reſults from theſe Cauſes. This

Patient under it, we may conclude, that 
the natural Operations'do happily attenuate 
the Blood, and Lymph; and that the excre- 
tory Veſſels of the ſalival Glands are open; 
becauſe this Evacuation could not happen, 
if the Lymph was very viſcid, or thoſe Veſ- 
ſels rigid, or were obſtructed, or were un- 
der a Conſtriction. This is a good Symp- 
tom, if it be not exceſliye; and encourages

1. That all Excretions to the external Su- 
perficiesof the Body muſt be made either from 
the ſanguine, or lymphatic, or nervous Fluid, 
from one or other, or any two, or from all 
three of theſe Fluids together; and from 
theſe in ſome We of one to the 
other.

| Dilatations, and Contractions of the Heart 
art leſs than in Time of Health; and that 
the Pulſe is much weaker, and ſower, than 
it ought to be. The Influx of nervous Li- 
quid to the Heart may be leſſened by a 
| Compreſſion of the Nerves ; which Com- 
preſſion is made by the Dilatation of the 
ſanguine Arteries, occaſioned by a too great 
Thickneſs of the Blood, or its having Par- 
ticles in it too bulky for an Ip Circula- 
tion. 

* 139. The curative Indication therefore 
obliges us to preſcribe ſuch Diſſolvents and 
Attenuams as may render the Blood thin- 
ner, and more eaſy to flow thro' the capil- 
lary Veſſels; and as will not increafe that 
febrile Heat, which naturally follows a fe- 
brile Coldneſs.. Dr. Boerhaave to this Pur- 


poſe very judiciouſly recommends nitrated 
Mater, mixed with a little Wine, and ſweet- 


ned with Honey, (Aphor. G 625.) Diluting 
Liquids at this Time ſhould be drank hor.

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Gentle Friction, or fomenting the Parts with 

a nitrous Liquor made pretty warm, may 
.alſo be of Service: But it ſcarcely ever 
happens that a Phyſician is called to a Pati- 
ent in the very Beginning of his Sickneſs, 
or while he is under this Symptom. 


140. 2. That SHAKING, or SHIVERING, 


which happens to Perſons in the Beginning 
of Fevers, and during the Coldne ſs, reſults 


from the frequent, or quick Interruptions 
of the Influx of nervous Liquid into the 
Muſcles, occaſioned by irregular Compreſ- 


ſions of the Nerves, by Means of the ob- 
ſtructed, and dilated ſanguine Arteries. The 
curative Indication here is the ſame as in 
the foregoing Symptom, ( 138, 139. 1 
147. 3. That Hear, which happens 
to Perſons under Fevers, and is greater than 
in Time of Health, is produced by a greater 
Friction of the red Globules of the Blood ; ; 


and that greater Friction of them is occa- 


ſioned by quicker, and ſtronger Contracti- 
ons of the Heart, propelling the Blood with 
greater Force thro the pulmonary Artery, 


the Aorta, and all the Branches that go from 
it: So that both the protruſive, and inteſtine 


Motion of the Blood is increaſed. How

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| the Contractions of the Heart become 
1 quicker than in Time of Health, may be 
17 underſtood from what has been ſaid con- 
F concerning a quick Pulſe, F 1o. And how 
1 it happens that they grow ſtronger may be 
apprehended from what has been obſerved 
concerning the l Pulſe, F 13. and __ 
ferong Pulſe, F 17. | 

9 142. It is very manifeſt, that ne 
and larger Influxes of Liquid from the Ce- 
rebellum into the Nerves of the Heart will 
produce quicker, and ſtronger Contractions 
6 of the Heart, and thereby augment the 
Motions, and Heat of the Blood, and pro- 
| mote all the morbid Effects that naturally 
1 follow ſuch an Augmentation. And it is 
WE: likewiſe evident, that the Increaſe of the 
Motion of the Blood occaſions a greater 
| Flowing of it to the Brain; and conſequent- 
ly the Secreting a larger Quantity of nervous 
Liquid, and ſo may occaſion quicker, and 
larger Influxes of Liquid from the Cerebel- 
lum into the Nerves of the Heart.

9143. This Symptom ( 141.) fi ignifies

That THIRST, Which kip- 
pens to Perſons under Fevers, ſeems to be 
occaſioned in the following Manner, vis. 
That the febrile Heat, evaporating the thin-

whence it happens, that they adhere to the 
Sides of their Veſlels, ſtimulate the Nerves; 
and excite that uneaſy Senſation- we call 
Thirſt.

the Body, but alſo thoſe in which the Pulſe 


is not diſcernably quicker, or ſtronger than 
in Time of Health; and in which the 


external Heat is rather leſs, but which 
acute Diſtempers may be called Fevers;

reſembling the Effects of Fire ; parti- 


oulariy the Drineſs,' and Blackneſs of the 


Tongue ;

Tongue; which 3 ſhew a Cau- 
ftic, or burning Quality to be in ſome Par- 
ticles, that are mixed with the animal Flu- 
ids; for the Extremities of thoſe capillary 


Veſſels, which make the Superficies of the _ _ 


Tongue, are, as it were burnt. Similar 
Effects, tho not to the ſame Degree, may 
happen in the lymphatic excretory Glan- 
dules in other Parts of the Body: corroding 
and cauſtic Particles in the animal Fluids, 
comminuting, and deſtroying the Texture 
of their component Parts, may occaſion an 
augmented Evacuation of Lymph, and render 
the Glands and Veſſels in ſome Parts of the 
Body proportionally drier than in Time of 
Health ; and ſometimes eat thro' the Sides of 
the Veſſels, and produce Hemorrhages.

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Let me add, that Catarrhous Diſeaſes may 
poſſibly happen, wen there is neither ſuf- 
ficient Coldneſs, or Moiſtüre in the Air to 
produce them. For in Bodies where the 
Action of the Heart, and Arteries is not 


ſtrong enough fufficiently to comminute the 
Parts of the Blood, the Humours which 


ſhould paſs off thto' the perſpiratory Duas,

ſo they lead us to conſider this Claſs of Diſ- 


_ eaſes, as Vicarious ; becauſe if theſe did 
not occur on a conſiderable Abatement of 
inſenſible Perſpiration, Fevers of one Sort, 
or another, and much more dangerous to 
the Patients, would certainly befall them. 
The principal Thing, therefore, to be en- 
deavoured, is to recover the Excretion by
